Ihe Family of the Cholmondeley's is 
very ancient in this County, and takes its 
"Name from 4 Place ſo call'd near Nant- 
wich; there are alſo Cholmton and 


Cholmondeſton, but the Seat of that 
Branch of the Family, which kept our Pro- 


phet Nixon, is at Vale-Royal, on the 
River Wever in Delamere Foreſt, Twas 
formerlj an Abbey, founded by Edward J. 

and came to the Cholmondeleys from the 

famous Family of the Rolcrofts. When 
Nixon propheſz*d, this Family was without 
an Heir, but Thomas Cholmondeley, Eſq; 
marrying the Daughter of Sir Walter 
ere by her a Son. Mrs. Cholmon- 
deley being with Child and falling in La- 
bour continu d ſo for ſome Days, during all 
which time an Eagle ſat on the Houſe- 
Top and flew away mhen ſhe was deliver'd, 
as will be further mention'd, A Raven is 
alſo known to have built in a Stone Lyons 
Mouth in the Steeple of the Church of 

Over in the Foreſt of Delamere; not 
long before the Abdication of King James, 
the Wall ſpoken of fell down, and fell ap-

Pond as well as Rolamond's, and he af- 
ſurd me the falling of the Wall, and 
the Ponas running Blood, as they call it, 
are Things which a Man wowd be 
recłon d 4a Madman if he did not believe 
in Cheſhire. There are abundance of 
other Particulars in it, and few of 'em 
remains unfulfill'd ; but the holding 
the Three Kings Horſes, and the Miller's 
 Knighthood, when that will be, we want 
another Cheſhire Prophet to tell us; 
And when it comes to paſs, ſome other 
(Circumſtances may be added to Nix- 
ons Propheſy, which are not convenient 
to be told till they be accompliſh'd.

Camden tells as, 
that at Brereton, not many Miles from

there is a Thing as ſtrange as the Perch. 
ing of the Eagle or the falling of the 
Wall, which he ſays was atteſted to him 

by many Perſons, and was commonly be- 
lied d. Betore any Heir of this Family 
dies, there are fcen in a Lake adjoyn- 
ing the Bodies of Trees ſwimming ups 
on the Water for ſeveral Days together, 
He adds, That ncar the Abbey of St. 
Maurice in Bargandy, there is a Fiſh- 
Pond, in which a number of Fiſhes 
are put equal to the number of Monks 
of that Place; and ifany one of them 
happens to be Sick, there is a Fiſh teen 
floating on the Water too, and in caſe 
the fit of Sickneſs proves fatal to the 
Monk, the Fiſh foretels it by his own 
Death ſome days before. This the 
Learned Camden tells us in his Diſs 
cription of Cheſhire, and the Opinion 
cf the 1 rees ſwimming in the [ ake near 
Brereton prevails all about the Country 
to this Day, only with this difference, 
_ that ſome ſay *tis one Log that ſwims, and 
ſome ſay many.
